Guests of Honour 


Derek Holman, an organist, choir conductor, composer and 
teacher became a Toronto resident in 1965. He became co- 
ordinator in the Division of Theory and Composition at the Faculty 
of Music, University of Toronto in 1967. He is organist and 
choirmaster at the Anglican Church of St. Simon the Apostle. He 
has received many commissions from such organizations as the 
National Arts Centre, the CBC, the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir 
and the Toronto Symphony. He has won many awards including a 
1990 National Choral Award from the Association of Canadian 
Choral Conductors. He composes in an elusively tonal, strongly 
rhythmic style, with frequently angular melody, exuberant 
polyphony and musical wit. He writes well for voices; the best of 
his vocal music is characterized by idiosyncratic selection of texts, 
ready response to dramatic situations, a quirky, sometimes raffish 
sense of humour, and an intriguing sense of mysticism. 


Since founding the Festival Singers in 1954, choral conductor Dr. 
Elmer Iseler has gone on to establish himself as an international 
musical celebrity. In recognition of his long and distinguished 
career, he is the recipient of the Order of Canada, the Silver Medal 
of Paris, and the Canadian Music Council Medal for outstanding 
service to music in Canada. With the Elmer Iseler Singers, a 20 
voice choir he founded in 1979, he continues his path as a pioneer 
in the development of Canadian choralism. Under his baton, 
Canadian choirs have achieved international status for their 
technical brilliance and versatility. This season, Dr. Iseler 
conducted the National Youth Choir at the 4th International World 
Symposium of Music in Vancouver, and will conduct his 30th 
season as Artistic Director of the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir. In 
addition to performances of the great choral works of composers 
such as Bach, Brahms and Mozart, Dr. Iseler is well-known for his 
programming of contemporary composers. He has enjoyed the 
patronage of composers Igor Stravinsky, Aaron Copland, Benjamin 
Britten and Zoltan Kodaly, and has worked with outstanding artists 
Glenn Gould, Maureen Forrester and Lois Marshall. His importance 
as a choir builder cannot be over-valued. 
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James Maben has led Toronto's Music Educators into the era of 
computers, outdoor music and science experiences and equal 
Opportunities for students of all levels, both instrumentally and 
vocally, to participate in the joy of music. Since 1977, when he was 
selected Co-ordinator of Music for the Toronto Board of 
Education, he has been an innovative teacher and brilliant musician 
in the Toronto schools which won him the respect of students, 
parents and educators. Jim was an active member of the Ontario 
Music Educators' Association for many years as clinician/workshop 
convener and President. His retirement has enabled him to extend 
his interests in music education. In 1992 he formed a choir for 
retired teachers. Jim is a warm and caring educator who believes 
and demonstrates that music is for everyone. 


Tonight's Artists 


The MacMillan Singers were named to celebrate the legacy of Sir 
Ernest MacMillan an inspired performer and devoted educator who 
influenced every aspect of Canada's musical life. Representing the 
Faculty of Music at the University of Toronto, the ensemble 
concluded its 1991-92 premiere season with a triumphant 
performance of Mozart's "Coronation Mass" in C major, at Lincoln 
Center's Alice Tully Hall. The Toronto Star praised the choir's 
Mozart concert as "an exhilarating sequence of choral and 
instrumental music" noting "the response to their well-disciplined 
and full-hearted performance was overwhelming". Comprised of 
undergraduate music students, the chamber choir is dedicated to the 
performance of a culturally diverse and distinctive repertoire. Their 
1993-94 Season opened with a concert featuring the Royal Scottish 
Academy Orchestra with guest conductor Philip Ledger. The 
MacMillan Singers "On-Campus" concerts are frequently broadcast 
on "CJRT Concert", 91.1 FM. The Singers have appeared in choral 
workshops, concert, and masterclasses in Canada and the United 
States. 





Since her 1988 appointment to the University of Toronto Faculty of 
Music, Doreen Rao has overseen the development of an innovative 
and revitalized choral programme that emphasizes the highest 
standards in music performance and music education. She enjoys 
her position as Director Emerita of the Glen Ellyn Children's 
Chorus, an outstanding music performance programme recognized 
as a model for music education and acclaimed for its award-winning 
recordings with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra and Chorus. In 
addition to her many U.S. and Canadian appearances as conductor, 
lecturer and choral clinician, Dr. Rao's recent work abroad includes 
conducting concerts and masterclasses in Israel, Namibia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Scandinavia and Great Britain. She was 
the first woman to conduct the National Symphony Orchestra in 
Johannesburg, South Africa. The summer of 1993 found her a 
driving force in the "Joy of Singing" Choral Festival workshops held 
at the Faculty of Music. Recognized internationally as a leading 
authority on music performance in music education, Dr. Rao is the 
author of numerous books and articles on choral music education. 
She has been honoured by the YWCA as "Outstanding Leader in 
Arts and Culture" and by her colleagues of the American Choral 
Directors Association for "Her Commitment to Choral Excellence." 
Doreen Rao holds a Ph.D. from Northwestern University.
